McKinley had a good deal of 
the same feeling, but had more confi- 
dence in his own ability to judge public 
sentiment than Roosevelt has. Lincoln's 
grpat strength as a politician lay in the 
same belief. He knew the value, of pop- 
ular support, and his lowly birth and 
early experience were of great advantage 
to him in understanding human nature. 
He looked 'to the masse* of "the plain 
people" as he called them, for guidance, 
with full faith in their honesty and capa- 
city. He took no steps without admit- 
ting the nation to his confidence- Be- 
fore he acted'on any important ques- 
tion he felt the public pulttc, and when 
he thought the people were ready, he act- 
ed, and "not before. 
While he was a 


grout leader and a shrewd manipulator 
of public opinion, he often assorted that 
"while it was possible to fool ft part of 
the people all of the time and all of the 
people a part of the time, no man could 
fool all nf the people all the time.7'

gation into the conditions prevailing at 
each place was thorough.

The report 'of the board is awaited 


with interest, 'for m.iny cities are rivals 
for the. honor of having the'new naval 
training station. Although nothing def- 
inite'can'be found out as to what the 
recommendations of the commissioners 
will be, it is considered probable that 
'thev' have chosen some point on Lske. 
Michigan as the site- Such a. position 
'would b« more centra! then'one on any 
of the other 'lukea, and the situation 
woulu be in closer proximity to the pop- 
ulous sections of the middle west and 
Mississippi valley, which naval officers 
have discovered are excellent recruiting 
grounds for sailors. 


It is not considered likely by naval

me branch of the profession, that he 


had earnestly soufht a high school grad- 
uate that he migl.t get the right warp 
nnd wool, and have something superior- 
He. says he tried a number, but the trpu- 
V.le was they knew it all, and when it 
came down to the .spelling and use. of 
proper King's English, something .had 
gone from the harmony of things. One 
he says in particular, he had had trou-

no avail, for he died about 5 o'clock and

W. T. Perkins registered at the hotel 


one week ago, being- a representative of 
the P. L. Abbey Co-, wholesale chemists, 
Kalamazoo, Michigan. He was assigned 
to room 311; was a smootn-faced, stocky 
built and pleasant man and made friends 
among the guests of the house. Sunday 
and Monday he was not seen a great 
deal, but nothing was thought of this 
for he was in the habit of remaining up 
late in the night. 


CLERK'S GHAbTLY DISCOVERY. 
Sunday evening ho was playing cards 


iviin friends. Not having been seen at 
all Monday afternoon, the clerk, Mr. 
Williamson, was sent out to hunt him 
up. The clerk rapped at his room door; 
there was no response. Trying the door 
it was found to be open and a glance 
around revealed Mr. Perkins laying on 
the bed, with his clothes partly on. 
j 


COULD NOT BE .REVIVED. 


Mr. Williamson caught 
hold of and 


•hook him: The hands were cold, there 
was no pulse and the head was also.cold 
and the clerk thought the man was dead. 
It was then that Mr- Williamson gave 
i.ic alarm a,:d Dr. Kitto hastened to the 
room. The doctor, after looking at the 
man's eyes, knew that he was beyond 
medical aid, but worked hard to revive 
him, 
without 
success. The 
discovery 


created much excitement among 
the 


guests of the hotel, but there were few 
who knew much about the history of the 
man, 
except that he was of a happy and 


cncerful disposition. 


TOOK MORPHINE PILLS. 


After the body was removed to the 


morgue Coroner Jonas Hoyle took charge 
of the case and proceeded to make an 
investigation. He found that Mr. Per- 
kins called at the drug store of Krad- 
well-Thiesen Drug Co. and purchased 3 
dozen Vi grain morphine pills, giving th 
name of W.- S. Harris. It was these pills 
that he took and which produced death 


There were no notes or letters found 


to indicate whether he intended to sui 
cide or had accidentally taken an over 
dose of the drug to which it is believed 
he was addicted. In his clothing wa 
found about $3 in iBoney and a rmnibc 
of letters. 


LOVE LETTER FOUND. 


One of these letters was written to 


Perkins November 10, at St. Charles ho- 
tel, Milwaukee, %vas addressed to Miss 
Glenn Hartsogh, No- 45 Board of Trade, 
Columbus, 
Ohio, but 
had never 
been 


mailed. In the letter Perkins told how- 
much he thought of the lady; that the 
Detroit Investment company had stopped 
business and left him in the hole; that 
he had a $20 hotel bill to pay; that ho 
could not get any place on nothing; that 
she must see that he was worried; that 
he 
expected the hotel 
people 
would 


throw him out of the hotel and hold his 
baggage; "that it was too bad to tell 
her of his troubles." 


COMPLAINED OF NEGLECT. 


There were at least a dozen letters 


addressed to Perkins and signed G. II.. 
supposed to be the same lady to whom 
he had addressed the letter found. Hci 
letters were mostly of the kind written 
to a man by a girl who believed she was 
being neglected and tired of. In one o 
the letters the writer says she had not 
heard from Perkins in a Ion gtime, after 
having written him two letters; that it 
began to look as if he was tired of her; 
that she was tired of his actions; unless 
she heard from him by return mail no 
power on earth would induce her to ever 
write or speak to him again: she meant 
what she said; was determined not to be 
played with any longer; supposed that 
he had found a woman up in Wisconsin 
on the order of Mrs. Brown who took 
most of his time; she had told him a 
few weeks ago that their next trouble 
would be their last and she meant just 
•what she said. 


OrHEK FACTS ASCERTAINED. 


Coroner Hoyle wired Abbey & Co., of 


Kalamazoo, Mich., for 
information re- 


tarding Perkins, and received the follow 
ing answer: "Perkins was handling our 
goods 
on commission. Know nothing 


about his people. Letter 
will follow." 


A telegram was also sent to Miss Glenn 
Hartsogh, No. 45 Board of Trade, Colum- 
bus, Ohio, with hopes that she might 
give information about the man and his 
friends 


It was said that the St. Charles people 


of Milwaukee, knew all about the man 
Tht home was phoned, but an answei 


was received that all they knew about 
Perkins was that he stopped there while 
in lulwaukee.

While about the hotel alive Perkins 


had told some of the guests that he was 
abont 40 year sold: was married and had

When found on the bed he was not

an overdose of the drug that ended his 
life.

McKinley had a good deal of 
the "same feeling, but had more confi- 
dence in his own ability to judge public 
sentiment than Roosevelt has. Lincoln's 
grpat strength as a politician lay in. the 
same belief. .He knew the value of pop- 
ulir support/ and his lowly birth' and 
earty experience were of great advantage 
toihim in understanding human nature. 
He looked to the masses of "the plain 
people" as he called them, for guidance, 
,witn full faith in their honesty and capa- 
city. He took no steps without admit-
